for Serbia. 


Lansdowne's Exposure. 
Lord Landsdowne's exposition of 
Macedonian campaign in the house of 
lords yesterday, is regarded as anin- 
tlication that the assistance the allies 
have been able to offer Serbia is not 
sufficient to meet her needs. The ap- 
peal of the Serbian premier to Eng- 
land "to do. everything.you can to in- 
sure your troops reaching us as soon 
as possible," intimates the resistance 
of the Serbians 
is 
nearing- its last 
stage. 


Stubborn Resistance. 
All dispatches continue to describe 
the intensely stubborn resistance of 
the Serbians. According: to accounts 
reaching here concerning the capture 
of Uskup, the Serbians defended every 
foot of ground furiously and no quar- 
ter was given on either side. Although 
the Bulgarian forces are said to have 
outnumbered the Serbians ten to one, 
they made only five thousand prison- 
ers.

Robbery Well Planned. 
The 
Missouri, .Kansas & Texas 
train No: 9; southbound from Chicago 
to San Antonio, was held up by the 
masked robber 
band 
near 
Onapa 
shortly before 2 a. m., the train crew 
trussed up .with-ropea, a guard placed 
over .the .passengers and methodical 
work commenced to loot the three ex- 
press cars carried by the train. 
Despite <• their 
efforts carried out 
with- all the smoothness of a we1.! re- 
hearsed drama,: the plan of the out- 
laws went wrong, however, and they 
took. away with them in their flight 
the contents of pnly a single safe; 
Three other safes defied their attempts 
at robbery, and -the men made no 
effort to molest mails or passengers. 
What they obtained from the one safe 
they opened, wag unknown early to- 
day to anyone except express officials. 
The train often carries large amounts 
of money and securities it IB said. 


. Train Held. Two Hour*. 
For more than two 'hours, as day 
was Just beginning, the robbers held 
the .train captive while they worked 
at the treasure chests. All the care 
of trained railroad men was exercised 
to prevent collision and wreck. The 
robbers, undoubtedly aware that they 
were on the main line of the Missouri, 
Kansas & .Texas, sent out guards to 
the rear of the train to signal to stop 
any other approaching trains. It was 
this caution which lead to the first 
alarm being given that a robbery was 
in progress. 


A freight train was nagged in the 
rear of the passenger train. While 
th« crew .was being lined up by the 
robber 'guard, a freight engineer es- 
caped and ran suven miles to Che- 
cotah, north" of the scene of the hold- 
up, wher«- he- summoned as«i8t»nce. 
The bandiU.ar*, believed,, to have 
boarded No. 9. at '.Checo.tah. or some 
nearby - point north -of. the scehe^ of 
the robbery. After passing Onapa, a 
station- without telegraph' facilities at 
night, the train was in a sparsely set- 
tled territory midway between Che- 
cotah and Eufaula, and near .the Cana- 
dian river, remote from interruption 
and affording wild forests and marsh- 
es for escape.

Take Charge of Train. 
Here the robbers climbed over bag- 
gage and mail cars into the engine 
and forced the engineer 'and -firemen 
to -stop the train.

Evansville, Oct. 27. — As AmericaTs 
a democracy whose population is com- 
posed of intermingling races, it is in- 
teresting but not surprising to note 
that some of our least 
pretentious 
citizens could trace their ancestry to 
the royal families of various countries 
The fact that "near royalty" make 
no boast of relation, but shows bu 
little interest and marked reticenc 
when questioned on the matter, show 
the great divurgance in the American 
point of view from the European, ana 
to what extent the spirit of ciemocra 
cy becomes instilled after a few gen 
erations have developed, apart- from 
the land of their origin. 


The Benson family of this city is o 
royal .extraction, being related to the 
ruling houses of both England anc 
Belgium. While their relation wouia 
not be. considered close, in America 
It is a fact that many third or fourt) 
cousins here, are quite intimate anc 
it is a further fact that in England 
where both the social and political 
standing depends largely upon ances 
try, 
the matter of lineage is one of 
utmost importanct and it is tracee 
much farther back than is the case 
here. 


Charles Benson is a third cousin ot 
King George of England. His grand- 
mother, Maria Louisa Victoria, being 
own sisters, Queen Victoria and his 
mother being own cousins. 
Queen Victoria and Mr. Benson's 
mother were 
very 
friendly 
and 
throughout her life, -.Queen Victoria, 
and 
Mrs. Benson regularly 
corre- 
sponded, the letters having been read 
by Dr. F. E. Colony of this place and 
the latter often received gifts and re- 
mittances from her majesty. 


Mr. Benson's grandmother was also 
a sister to King Leopold 1st of the 
Belgiums, his grandmother and Leo- 
pold 2d, being first cousins and mak- 
ing Mr. Benson a distant cousin to 
Albert, present king of Belgium. 
Charles Benson, as locally known, 
is about sixty years of age, having re- 
sided in 
Evansville since boyhood. 
For the last twenty years or more he 
has lived at his place on Mill street 
where he has also followed his trade 
of house painting and interior decor- 
ating. 


None of his 
royal forbears could 
rfVe shown

"The Department of State, in..an 
instruction to the United States Con- 
sul at Lourenco Marques, during the 
Boer war, held that an American cit- 
izen who wilfully takes up anas in 
the service ,of a foreign state must 
bear the consequences of his act, and 
cannot expect, while he serves under 
a foreign banner, to be protected by 
this government." - 


Previous to receipt of this instruc- 
tion, inquiry by the embassy at the 
British war office, elicited'the state- 
ment that the British government was 
unwilling to (release American adults 
who have taken the King's oath. 
So, American fighters must keep or, 
fighting until death or peace musters 
them out.

FRANCE PAYS HEAVY 


CARING FOR ALIENS

Paris, Oct. 26.—The supervision and 
support of subjects 
of 
belligerent 
countries interned' or allowed to re- 
side in France has given the govern- 
ment a vast amount of; work and en- 
tailed an' expense of, • approximately 
$35,000,000 to date.- 


"The government's policy'has been 
to treat Justly air subjects of coun- 
tries'at war with 
France ,residing 
•within its territory at the outbreak of 
the war and to treat them as liber- 
ally as the necessary precautions for 
the nation's security would permit," 
the Associated Press is informed by 
Minister of the Interior Malvy/ upon 
whom this great responsibility has de-» 
volved. 


"At the beginning of hostolities," 
he continued, "it became necessary 
to interne'in concentration camps: 30,- 
000 subjects of countries at war with 
France. That number has been re- 
duced; to 14,000. by the repatriation of 
a certain number by agreement 
"be- 
tween the interested powers, -and by 
according to other residence permits 
that seemed to be justified by. their 
ethnological origin or other consider- 
ations.

"The Poles, Tcheques and Alsatians, 
and the Austrians of Italian origin, 
natives of Trentino have 
benefited 
from these exceptional measures.-Res- 
idence permits have been issued to 
1,124 Germans and

mans whose attitude toward France 
has been correct, in all circumstances. 
Some are fathers of boys serving in 
our armies.

tried servants in French, English or 
American families who are vouched 
for by their employers. 
"There were 3,754 subjects of the 
Ottoman Empire residing in France 
before the declaration of war by Tur- 


nkey. All :of; these have been allowed 
to. reside here with the exception of 
about fifty whose antecendents made 
their' interment 'necessary in the in- 
terests, of the-national defense; .The 
interned civilians .were, sent to .sixty? 
three different camps widely distrib- 
,uted 'throughout the 'country 'where 
they, have been fed absolutely free of 
any cost to them and at an expense 
to. the government of $15,000 a month. 
They, have also; received1 all all neces- 
sary 
medical 
attendance free of 
charge. Some of these little colonies 
have even seen their numbers 
In- 
creased' by births that have occurred 
under the most favorable conditions. 
; \"A1 the civilian camps are under 
the ,'general direction of the • interior 
department and are directly super- 
vised by the prefect of the depart- 
ment. Order is generally maintained 
by a commissary of police who 
re- 
ceives the requests and' complaints1 of 
the interned, and- supervises their cor- 
respondence. 
There has been little 
for the commissaries to do, however, 
for the needs of the interned have, so 
far as possible, been- anticipated by 
the government. 


"No one In France has had less 
reason. to complain than these people 
who feel their position keenly for the 
moat part and appreciate that we have 
done what we could to make that posi- 
tion less painful. 
. "The Germans, Austrians and Turks 
who have-merited 
the 
exceptional 
privileges of a residence permit have 
by the same measure.escaped the se- 
questration of their 
property. 
In 
general they have showed themselve» 
worthy of the favor." 


Germans . and Austrians to 
whom 
residence permits were accorded have 
themselves given very little trouble, 
it is stated at the prefecture of police. 
The supervision, however, has been 
quite a burden, because of the natural 
suspicion in which they were held in 
their neighborhoods.

mous, partly inspired by a spirit of 
revenge, partly -through excess of 
patriotic zeal.

"Farmers are driven to the mall or 
der house when they fail to receive 
fair treatment at the hands of the lo- 
cal business man," Mr. Raessler de 
tlared. "Too 
often is it the case 
that when the farmer comes to town 
•vith his produce, leaving his ordor 
v/ith it, he.is forced to wait until hif 
eggs are counted or his butter -weigh 
ed while some other preferred cus- 
tomer gets the attention of the cleric 
The farmer 
doesn't come to town 
wearing his best clothes, but he is 
*>ntltled to just as much consideration 
as the city man, especially when he 
pays cash for his purchases. 
Farmer a Bualnes* Equal. 
:"The trouble with the-merchant is 
rriat he hasn't given tho farmer cred- 
it for thinking or advancing with the 
times. Ten years ago the farmer was 
pictured in overalls, 
cowhide boots, 
wearing: chin whiskers and .perhaps 
chewing a straw. He wasn't given 
credit for knowing much. His appaer- 
ance IK ay not have changed, but he 
has awakened to'the demands of the 
times and is as far advanced in his 
line as most of the city business men. 
"Failing to get co-jrtesy and con- 
sideration from 
the merchants of 
his home town, the farmer turns to 
the mail order house which sends him 
letters in which he is treated as a 
business tqual. appealing to his senno 
of fair play and justice and last, but 
not 
least, 
offering 
prices. 
The farmer 


him 
attractive 
.. 
tries an order 
and gets prompt service and business- 
like treatment. Is it any -wonder that 
he buy.* his goods in Chicago, espe- 
cially when he is kept well informed 
as to prices by attractive literature 
and personal letters? Now, I want to 
say right here that the farmer would 
nrefer to trade in his home town, and 
he has a great deal more pride in his 
home town than most city people im- 
agine, but usually he is driven to the 
bip city trade because he feels that 
his treatment has not been fair. 
Farmers Prefer Home Town. 
"It is stated that the local merchant 
can meet mail order prices, without 
•the addition of the freight or express 
charges. Then why don't they do it? 
Perhaps they have in some cases, but 
they need to show the farmer that 
They can. or at least 
come within a 


small nmount of the attractive prices 
oiiered by the mail order houses. The 
farmer will always give the local 
merchant the beneSt, as the farmer 
would rather trade at home. What 
•the small town business men need to 
do is to .study conditions, get out and 
meet the farmers, encourage a dis- 
cussion of trade problems, treat the 
farmer as a business equal, and strive 
for a more thorough 
understanding 


which will result in co-operation. That 
is j'list what the mail order house has 
done. It has spent fortunes in analyz- 
ing the needs and wants o£ the farm- 
er, his peculiarities, and 
ways in 
which his confidence, may be gained. 
"TliF. business men 
of 
.Janesville 
have done a great deal to meet the 
farmer half way." Mr. Raessler ad- 
mitted. "You have been liberal with 
prizes for grain shows, fairs and corn 
contests",
